PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

Reports from Manila — Cholera — Inspection of vessels. 

Chief Quarantine Officer Heiser reports, December 24 : 

Week ended December 21. Four cases of cholera, with four deaths, 
were reported. 

On December 15 the United States Army transport Buford, with 
140 in the crew and with 485 passengers, was granted a bill of health 
for San Francisco via Nagasaki and Honolulu. The vessel was par- 
tially disinfected. The crew and steerage passengers were bathed and 
their effects and baggage disinfected. The cargo and general baggage 
were inspected and either passed or disinfected. All persons on board 
were inspected at the hour of sailing. December 21 the British steam- 
ship Bellerophon, with 88 'in the crew, en route from Glasgow to 
Seattle, was granted a supplemental bill of health, after the usual 
treatment and an inspection of the cargo, vessel, and personnel. 

Week ended December 28. Five cases of cholera, with 4 deaths, 
were reported. 

December 24 the American ship Eric, with 13 in the crew, was 
granted a bill of health for Port Townsend, after the usual inspection 
and treatment of vessel and crew. December 27 the British steamship 
Aymeric, with 32 in the crew, en route from New Castle, New South 
Wales, to Jolo, via Iloilo, was granted a supplemental bill of health 
after inspection of personnel. 

SIERRA LEONE. 

Report from Sierra Leone — Quarantine against the Gold Coast on 

account of plague. 

Consul Yerby reports, January 14 : 

Quarantine was declared, January 13, against Accra and all other 
ports on the Gold Coast, West Africa, on account of the appearance 
of plague at Accra and other localities on the coast.

Total number of deaths, 295, includ- 
ing measles 2, scarlet fever 3, enteric fever 3, whooping cough 5, and 
39 from tuberculosis. 

Canada — Niagara Falls. — Month of December, 1907. Estimated 
population, 9,500. Total number of deaths, 12, including 1 from 
enteric fever. 
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Month of January, 1908. Total number of deaths, 15. 

Quebec — Sherbrooke. — Month of January, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 1-1,700. Total number of deaths, 28, including 2 from 
tuberculosis. 

Costa Rica — San Jose. — Month of December, 1907. Estimated 
population, 25,525. Total number of deaths, 67, including enteric 
fever 1, whooping cough 3, measles 1, and 3 from tuberculosis. 

Cuba — Matanzas. — Ten days ended January 20, 1908. Estimated 
population, 49,990. Total number of deaths, 32, including 4 from 
tuberculosis. 

Dutch Guiana — Parimaribo.- — Month of December, 1907. Esti- 
mated population, 34,038. Total number of deaths, 73. No conta- 
gious diseases reported. 

France — St. Etienne. — Four weeks ended January 15, 1908. Es- 
timated population, 150,000. Total number of deaths, 291, including 
enteric fever 2, whooping cough 2, measles 6, and 34 from tuber- 
culosis. 

" Germany — Weimar. — Month of December, 1907. Estimated popu- 
lation, 31,127. Total number of deaths, 47, including diphtheria 5, 
enteric fever 1, scarlet fever 1, and 5 from tuberculosis. 

Gibraltar. — Two weeks ended January 19, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 27,385. Total number of deaths, 11, including 2 from 
tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended January 
18, 1908, correspond to an annual rate of 20.0 per 1,000 population, 
which is estimated at 16,234,952. 

London. — One thousand eight hundred and twenty-five deaths 
were registered during the week, including measles 32, scarlet fever 
24, diphtheria 19, en-teric fever 2, whooping cough 37, tuberculosis 211, 
and 22 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an 
annual rate of 19.8 per 1,000. In Greater London 2,516 deaths were 
registered. In the " outer ring " the deaths included 3 from diph- 
theria, 4 from measles. 2 from scarlet fever, and 6 from whooping 
cough. 

Portsmouth.— Four weeks ended January 11, 1908. Estimated 
population, 208,291. Total number of deaths, 246, including diph- 
theria 6, scarlet fever 1, and whooping cough 1. 

Salford. — Two weeks ended January 18, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 239,294. Total number of deaths, 228, including diphtheria 
10, measles 13, scarlet fever 2, whooping eough 2, and phthisis pul- 
monalis 22. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended January 18, 1908, in the 21 prin- 
cipal town districts of Ireland was 26.8 per 1,000 of the population, 
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which is estimated at 1,131,959. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Drogheda, viz, 4.1, and the highest in Lurgan, viz, 44.3 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended January 18, 1908, correspond to an annual rate of 24.3 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The 
highest rate of mortality was recorded in Glasgow, viz, 29.3, and the 
lowest in Aberdeen, viz, 16.1 per 1,000. The aggregate number of 
deaths registered from all causes was 857, including diphtheria 5, 
enteric fever 3, measles 92, scarlet fever 5, smallpox 1, and 30 from 
whooping cough. 

Greece — Patras. — Fifteen days ended January 15, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 40,000. Total number of deaths, 31, including 
enteric fever 1, and 5 from tuberculosis. 

Italy — Genoa. — -Month of December, 3907. Estimated population, 
273,000. Total number of deaths, 440, including diphtheria 2, enteric 
fever 5, measles 1, and 59 from tuberculosis. 

Japan — Formosa. — Two weeks ended December 21, 1907. Estimated 
-population, 3,050,004. Total number of deaths not reported. One 
death from enteric fever reported. 

Malta. — Three weeks ended January 11, 1908. Estimated popula- 
tion, 206,690. Total number of deaths, 262, including diphtheria 2, 
enteric fever 3, measles 5, and 13 from tuberculosis. 

Mexico— Mamanillo. — Seven weeks ended January 18, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 1,742. Total number of deaths, 9, including 1 from 
tuberculosis. 

Tampico. — Two weeks ended January 14, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 20,000. Total number of deaths, 50, iricluding 18 from phthisis 
pulmonalis. 

Oceania — Society Islands — Tahiti. — Five weeks ended January 10, 
1908. Estimated population, 4,000. Total number of deaths, 11, in- 
cluding 1 from enteric fever. 

St. Helena. — Four weeks ended January 4, 1908. Estimated 
population, 3,500. Total number of deaths, 1. 

Spain — Cadiz. — Month of December, 1907. Estimated population, 
69,322. Total number of deaths, 162, including diphtheria 2, enteric 
fever 4, whooping cough 3, smallpox 7, and 25 from tuberculosis. 

Huelva. — Month of December, 1907. Estimated population, 24,000. 
Total number of deaths, 62, including 9 from tuberculosis. 

Seville. — Month of December, 1907. Estimated population, 148,- 
315. Total number of deaths, 476, including diphtheria 2, enteric 
fever 2, scarlet fever 1, whooping cough 2, and 86 from tuberculosis. 

Switzerland. — Week ended January 4, 1908. Reports from 18 
cities, having an aggregate population of 868,928, show as follows:

1, diphtheria 8, measles 2, and 36 from tuberculosis.

No 
deaths from contagious diseases reported. 

St. Christopher. — Four weeks ended January 11, 1908. Estimated 
population, 49,289.
